; The statement that lime is speeding on as docs nothing clse^ 
is conblantly seen, both in and out of College papers. Just at this 
quarter of the year, the season of spring and hope, the truth it 
contains is becoming unpleasantly evident, judging from the 
ionstant-rcference made to it. 

The days flit by, each one bringing nearer the gloomy cloud 
of,'«îxa»ninalions, and, to many, the prospect of graduation.. And 
wiiK this relentless approach comes the end of all college activities 
. \nd only study remains. The swnn-song of many a sport or club has 
,7ft-, «Ircady been heard, and those organizations which are still active 
fe:»re carrying on with lessening enthusiasm and diminishing nljtcnd- 
'ifinces. With the final curtain of the Rod-and-White Revue Satur- 
day ni^hl the last great absorber of energy has been brought to a 
successful conclusion. From this time on. as is meet and righ|t, the 
less important sides of college life will gradually fade into oblivion. 

There remains on the programme of most clubs and societies 
but one event, the annual meeting, with its attendant cleqlion of 
officers. And here is a point needing serious, consideration. Does 
the candidate for executive positions of one kind or another realize 
what the accepjlance of a measure of responsibility may imply? Is 
the fact borne in mind that all energy cannot and' should not be 
devoted to various college activities, that n large proportion of 
student enthusiasm should be direcjled to courses? 

The average undergraduate blindly and gratefully accepts 
j^ffice in the spring, only to find that in the autumn he is over- 
mlened wijth work. Then something must offer. Either official 
luties, or studies are neglected . And it is generally the laliter 
-iere ambition often defeats itself. Unless the man is the exception 
'.hat comas to McGill solely for the social life, he is at college jto 
educate himself and to train mind and body for his future needs., 
And that implies hard and systematic study., 

There is no suggestion offered that participation in collegq 
activities may, be unwise. Every undergraduate should be enthusi- 
'-.k- Wtically interested in affairs of the campus. JThe best scholars have 
^j^V',' uauaWy been distinguished either in thë,^sociâl or athletic life 
around thcni< But it is suggested that there is a danger, and a 
■■^rave one, that men, anxious to benefit as much as possible from 
their next year at McGill, nevertheless grjt carried away by the 
{jlamquj- of studerif offices, and take on more work than they can 
^1^,^ '{icco'mplish, more than is fair to themselves, |their college or their 
^1^1- clubs and societies. 

Listed in the handbook are some sixty organizations, which 
vill already have done so, elect several students to positions of 
j^onour and of responsibility. Those who accept these offices, 
[,(vhich number between two hundred and fif|ty and three " hundred,

Tho signlficanice of the debate ac- 
companjing Knglands ro'ection of the 
Geneva Protocol for tho outlawry, of 
war is lltUe realized on this side of 
the water. Mr. .\u?tcn Cliumberlatn's 
soibstttute propoeai that England ally 
herself with France. Germany, and It- 
ly for mutual protection ot hpunda- 
riea aeems on its face, a dammlnif - ot 
the war stream at Its source. For 
how should a great war start with 
these nations altiodfi But its ulter' or 
igniflcanco is being ividely diiKUssed 
in England. It Is attacked and de- 
fended as a counter alliance against 
tho R.usao-4apai|osc 'irapproadhrment 
which, though partially secret, la gen- 
erally believed to provide tor mutual 
support in- the exploitation of China. 

China has always been a fertile 
field for the sowing of "spheres of In- 
fluence": and since the almost com- 
plete apportionment of Africa, Asia 
assumes dangerous significance. Raw 
material must be had; and with the 
supply so severely limited, conflict I» 
Inevitable. As Africa waa dominant 
among the powerful economic causes 
ot tho last war, China will be tlie 
prize In tho next— it men permit an- 
other such conflagration. AiidWho 
shall prevent the outbreak, with Rus- 
sia and Japan pitted against the tour 
great powers of Europe? America's 
oatonslbiy d'slnterestcd policy In the 
Far East would necessarily be given 
up in favor cither ot frank imperial 
Ism or of total abandonment of China 
With strong economic Intercsta al- 
ready involved, withdrawal Is far from 
probable.

The Nelsàn And 
The Rodney 

(Article in The Log of the United 
States Naval Academy) 

Tho Nelson and tho Rodney, the two 
battleships which England is buUdlnit; 
in accordance ti'ith the Five-Power 
Treaty, arc causing great speculation. 
They are the only dreadnoughts unuer 
construction at the present time. Ac- 
cording to tho l;itcsi reports, each ship 
Is to be ot 3«,000 tons .standard dis- 
placement, the maxhnum allowed by 
the treaty. They will carry nine .six- 
teen-incli guns in triple turrets. 
They will ho in a centralized group 
forward, thus leaving a very cilcnsive 
deck aft, free and unencumbered, for 
aircraft. This flying deck will be|cloar- 
ed of funnels by leading exhaust 
pipes horizontally to thc.3tcrn ot the 
ship. The secondary battery will con- 
sist of twclvu six- inch guns in double 
turrets. These ships will bo benefited 
by all the lessons for the best system 
of structural protection to the battle- 
ship afiiinst the destructive effects ot 
large aerial bombs. They will repre- 
sent a. complete revolution in naval 
arcliitccture. 

Theso two battloahips will represent 
a compromise . between the dread- 
nought and tho airplane carrier. The 
battery of nine sixtcen-lnch Runs, 
which is greater than that of any 
other ship .ifioat, confirma the fact 
that air power is not likely to displace 
sea power, and that the natural evol- 
ution of air pawer in relation to noa 
power ■-la\ in the direction of aerial 
unlLs becoming an integral part of the 
(Icet, rather than a separate and inde- 
pendent part ot tlie force. Whether 
the new battlcahps are to crary large 
bombing and torpedo planes is not 
stated, but this seems unHkcly. In 
the first place the bombing planes arc 
ncccsHarily so lar;;e as to be difflcuU 
to handle on board ship. Moreover, 
tho modern battleship Is comi>ar.atlvely 
immune against dis.ostrous effects of 
bombs or torpedoes, and largo bomb- 
ing planes are coparalivcly easy to 
defeat in tho air by small combat 
planes, which can bo easily carried 
and launched from ships. The pros- 
pect of thtM ships carying a large 
number of,.p!ancs does not much con- 
cern cipcrts, for .American battleship.^ 
have had more or less trouble In tail- 
ing care of the few plane.** with which 
they a re, equipped. On several occa- 
sions planes on board battleships have 
sustained 'sét'l'otis' damage from the 
discharge of the big guns. 

■Many experts assert H'al Great Brit- 
ain is violating the treaty by building 
theso ships. The British are permlted 
by the treaty to build two battleships, 
but- It, according lo the reports, it Is 
intended that these ship.-: carry el^rhty 
plani>:3. are they not .airplane carriers'/ 
The tf«aty limits the guns of tho air- 
plane carrier to eight-Inch. Thus llic 
flucstlon arises. In connection with the 
treaty, us to when a ship is a battle- 
ship and wfien it I.s an airplane car- 
rier. These question."! niu.it bp an- 
swered to keep within tho limits of 
the treaty.

Jous Munch sailed for Iltidaoii's 
Bay on May IC, 1619, with a fleet 
wh'Ich hoped to add a second ntissUi 
lo Doiunark. Greenland was reached 
In twenty day.i, a quick run for tlie 
times, although It '*';ui Us middle of 
July before >Iudaon Straits wore 
reaclicd. Tlviin the most heartrending 
lahours wore out the soamon. Under 
terrible conditions^ Munch fouglil for- 
ward to the Cay, his men often liter, 
.ally towing tliclr vessels from th'? 
3co-hoiips. Off Baffin's Land, !i 
youngster named Andrew Siaffreag- 
or died. He wa."! buried, and the soil 
of his resting place showed signs of 
mica and ore. Today those mlwi 
uiliies are beimg worked. 

Attor six wcoics toll, the Danes 
cloarod the Straits, and sailed into 
Iludson's Biiy In early September. A 
terrific storm drove tJie battered 
ships into the finest port 011 tho 
llay called by the Indians, River of 
tho Strangers, by men ot English 
tongue, Churchill.
